NATIVE FLORIDA SPECIES
Blue Jacquemontia 10-11 H Fall - Blue M Twining, Fast-growing, showy and pest-free. May be used as a groundcover or trained onto a trellis. Full blooms may produce hundreds of small (one inch wide) flowers.
Jacquemontia pentanthos 0 Spring Evergreen Excess moisture will cause decline.
Coral Honeysuckle 8a-10 Spring - Orange - M Twining, Glossy, dark green leaves. Blooms best in full sun. Tubular flowers attract butterflies and hummingbirds. Red berries in fall attract other wildlife. Suitable for fences or
Lonicera sempervirens 0 Fall Red Evergreen on a trellis.
Corky-stem Passion Flower 8b-11 M All Year Green i Tendrils, Older vines have deeply grooved corky stems. Small flowers and purple fruits. Great variation in leaf shape. Important to butterfly tribe, Heliconiini (Longwings).
Passiflora suberosa 0 Evergreen
Crossvine 8A-11 Spring Orange - M Tendrils, Climbs by tendrils bearing small, adhesive disks. Large, long-throated flowers attract hummingbirds. Blooms best in full sun. Cross sections of stems are cross-shaped.
Bignonia capreolata 0 Red Evergreen
Muscadine Grape 8a-11 Spring - Green M Tendrils, Inconspicuous flowers but has large, edible, purplish black fruit (grapes). This wild vine is an important wildlife food source. Grows easily on trellises, arbors or fences.
Vitis rotundifolia ° early Summer Evergreen
Passion Flower 8a-10 M All Year Bluish- mn Tendrils, Also called Maypop. Larval food plant for butterflies. Edible fruit. Will sucker a distance away. Dies back to ground during winter.
Passiflora incarnata 0 purple Deciduous
Trumpet Vine 8a-9 H Summer - Orange - M Aerial Roots, Bold woody vine that is well suited for arbors or trellises. Best suited for informal sites. May become invasive. Hummingbird attractor. May cause mild skin irritation.
Campsis radicans 0 early Fall Red Deciduous
Virginia Creeper 8a-11 o Spring Yellow - M Creeping, Five rather than three leaflets distinguish it from poison ivy. Purple fruits and tiny flowers attract wildlife. Climbs by adhesive pads that may pock-mark paint or
Parthenocissus quinquefolia Green Deciduous wooden surfaces.
Yellow Jessamine 8a-9 Winter - Yellow i Twining Can be trained to grow on a trellis, fence or arbor. Highly fragrant. Blooms best in full sun. Prune to prevent legginess. All parts of plant are poisonous.
Gelsemium sempervirens 0 Spring Evergreen
NON-NATIVE SPECIES
Allamanda, Yellow 10a-11 All Year Yellow M Rambling, Suitable for fences or espalier, but requires support as it can get leggy. Large fragrant blossoms. Can be susceptible to magnesium deficiency. All parts of plant
Allamanda cathartica o Evergreen are poisonous.
Bleeding Heart 8a-11 Summer White i Twining, Named for its delicate white and red flowers this vine will grow to fit the size of its support, but will require some pruning over time. Prefers well-drained soils.
Clerodendrum thomsoniae 0 with Red Evergreen
Bougainvillea 9b-11 H All Year Varies i Spiny, A rambling, drought-resistant vine commonly used as espaliers. Wide variety of colors are available. Will not bloom if over watered. Blooms best in full sun.
Bougainvillea spp. 0 Evergreen Be careful of thorns.
Bower Vine 10b-11 Late Spring - Pink-Red Tl Twining, Large vine that is well suited for oversized trellises. Prefers rich fertile soil and protection from strong winds. Fragrant funnel-shaped flowers
Pandorea jasminoides o Summer Evergreen attract butterflies and hummingbirds.
Bridal Bouquet 10b-11 Spring - White Tl Twining, Tidy trellis vine with funnel-shaped, waxy fragrant flowers and shiny, leathery leaves with fast-growing tendrils. Flowers are a favorite for bridal bouquets.
Stephanotis floribunda o Summer Evergreen
Cat’s Claw INVASIVE NON-NATIVE PLANT. See Plants not recommended for Landscaping (pages 15-17).

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Ceriman 10-11 L Summer White [T Perennial Commonly found growing up tree trunks. Large, glossy leaves with deep splits and oblong holes. Creamy Jack-in-the-pulpit-like flower. Edible fruit takes over a
Monstera deliciosa o Evergreen year to ripen.
Confederate Jasmine 8a-10b M Spring White Spreading Popular pest-resistant trellis vine with showy, very fragrant flowers and thick, glossy evergreen leaves. Exudes white sap when cut. Also works well as a
Trachelospermum jasminoides o i Evergreen groundcover for large areas.
Dwarf Confederate Jasmine 8a-10b M Spring Yellow - Evergreen Forms dense, tangled mats when used as a groundcover. Small flowers have jasmine-like fragrance. Cannot tolerate extended freezes. Can be aggressive in growth.
Trachelospermum asiaticum o White i
Fig, Creeping 8a-11 M Spring Green Climbing, Aggressively attaches to masonry and walls. Tolerates freezing temperatures for short durations. Very drought tolerant once established. Commonly used in topiaries.
Ficus pumila 0 i Evergreen
Garlic Vine 10b-11 L Spring - Lavender, I Climbing, Attractive, trumpet-shaped flowers. Prefers well-drained soil. Takes hard pruning after flowering. Crushed leaves smell like garlic.
Cydista aequinoctialis o Fall Pink Evergreen
Herald's-Trumpet 10a-11 o L Spring White nn Twining, Large heavy vine suitable for arbors, screens or on a strong trellis. Large, fragrant flowers and large, glossy, dark green leaves. Good drainage is necessary for
Beaumontia grandiflora Evergreen flower production.
Incense Passion Flower 9a-11 L All Year Deep Tendrils, Vigorous fairly pest-free vine suitable for walls, fences or on a trellis. Large showy, fragrant flowers and edible fruit. Prefers well-drained soils. Protect from
Passiflora x ‘incense’ o Purple i Evergreen strong winds.
Japanese Honeysuckle INVASIVE NON-NATIVE PLANT. See Plants not recommended for Landscaping (pages 15-17).

Mandevillea 9b-11 M All Year Pink Twining, Long blooming screening vine with trumpet-shaped flowers. Cold sensitive. Requires full sun and well-drained soils for best flowering. Blooms heaviest in summer.
Mandevilla spp. o ) Evergreen
Marine Ivy 8a-11 H Spring Green Tendrils, Woody or semi-woody vine to 30 feet long with tuberous roots. Inconspicuous flowers. Vigorous, pest-free vine suitable for arbors. Very drought-tolerant
Cissus antarctica o i Evergreen once established.
Queen’s Wreath 10a-11 L Winter - Lavender, Tl Twining, Popular, woody vine for lattices, arbors and trellises with persistent flowers and rough green leaves. Prefers rich, sandy soil. Used in South Florida as
Petrea volubilis ¢ Summer Purple Evergreen a wisteria substitute.
Purple Passion Flower 9b-11 L All Year Lavender, Tendrils, Fruits are delicious raw or processed. This fruit gives Hawaiian Punch its distinctive taste. Will tolerate cool periods (40-55° F) and slight frosts (28° F)
Passiflora edulis ¢ White i Evergreen for short periods.
Scarlet Passion Flower 9b-11 L All Year Red Tendrils, Exotic, bright crimson flowers. Frost tender and requires protection from the winds. Prefers rich, well draining soil. Heavily damaged by nematodes.
Passiflora coccinea o ) Evergreen Requires strong support.
Thunbergia 9b-11 L All Year Blue, Twining, Vigorously aggressive vine with a cascading flower that makes this vine an excellent choice for high lattice work or arbors. Also known as Sky Flowers and
Thunbergia spp. o Purple i Evergreen Clock Vines.
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
